MR. LOWE'S BOX OF MATCHES, 


WHEN the box of Pandora was emptied of all things | 
else we know that hope remained behind; and it 
would seem that when the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer had exhausted all his ingenuity to discover 
how he should make up his deficiency of two millions 
and three quarters—lucifer matches remained behind. 
The Budget (as first proposed) was pervaded by a 
smell of brimstone. We were all wondering whether 
it would be possible to discover in the dim recesses of 
the marine-store shops a few rusty old tinder-boxes, 
the forgotten remnants of the days before Congreve 
brought out his self-lighting matches at sixpence a 
box. Happily, however, Mr. Lowe repented in time, ` 
And, as he isstigmatised enough in another column, 
credit may, at least, be given to him here for the 
manliness with which he bore his virtual defeat, and 
on Tuesday announced the withdrawal of the vexa- 
tious tax on matches. l 

Atrociously as the present unadjusted income tax 
presses on men who have to labour with brain and 
hands for the precarious and fluctuating means of 
maintaining a family which may be left almost des- 
titute at their death, the twopence on income and 
have done with it would have seemed almost better 
to some people. Not to many, however. The class 
among whom there is constant need for the practice 
of economy—the workers, clerks, managers, literary 
men, employés of moderate income, with wives and 
children. dependent on their lives and their unre- 
mitting exertions—are those who gird most against 
the tax, which ranges them along with the rich 
and idle, the inheritors of wealth, the possessors 
of land. To the utmost farthing the demand is 
made upon them whenever it can be enforced, and 
sometimes they feel that the burden is just sufficient 
to prevent their increasing their life assurance—the 
only provision they can make for those from whom 
the bread-winner is ‘“‘ wearing away.” Indirect 
taxation will continue to be best borne until there is 
a juster equalisation, and not only the amount but 
the mode of its acquisition is considered in levying 
the rate. 

For this reason also the Budget met dissatis- 
faction from the country. The income tax must 
still be raised a penny and a little more than a 
farthing. It is in future not to be calculated 
at so much in the pound, but decimally at so 
much per cent; so now, instead of fourpence, we 
are to pay 5.28 pence. One really feels inclined to 
say :—* Take the other three farthings, and don't 
upset the match-box or add to the burden that 
awaits the children of those who have anything to 

‘leave. If we are to have the fingers of the Govern. 
ment continually in our pockets during life, let us at 
least have the consolation that they don’t come and 

‘make claims on our wills, and take the opportunity 
of our death to snatch a percentage of the hardly- 
earned residue that belongs to our children.”’ 

And, after all, the deficiency of £2,713,000, for 
which this additional tax is claimed is because of 
increased expenditure.

Perhaps if 
we are ready to stick to an older maxim still which 
exhorts us where to place our trust, and advises us 
to keep our powder dry, we may overcome the 
liability to sudden fear of invasion, and at last

A MURDERER HANGED. 

THE EXECUTION or MICHAEL CAMPBELL, for the 
murder of Mr. Galloway, at Stratford, took place on

A LIFE OF CRIME AND DISHONESTY. 

For many years he got his living by picking 
pockets, and at an early period of his life he states 
that he and three other lads were convicted of rob- 
bery, and he was sentenced to a term of imprison- 
ment, and then to be sent to a reformatory, but he 
i declared that he was innocent of thia offence. He 
| stated that when he regained his liberty he had no 
means of obtaining an honest livelihood, and he 
very soon resorted to his old evil practices; but it 
was only during the last three or four yearg that 
he joined a gang of housebreakers, who chiefly 
| directed their attacks on to what are called “portico” 
robberies. The prisoner states that, on the night in 
question, he and a man named Galbraith, a third 
man and a woman, started on an expedition of this 
character, a woman being with them, who was to 
keep watch and give information when anyone was 
approaching, while the rest of the party were engaged 
in committing a robbery. It human that they were 
to take it by turns, and it was that of the culprit to 
attempt to enter the next house that they intended 
to rob. In conseguence of this the prisoner had in 
his possession a small, s crowbar, a ‘‘jemmy,”’ 
and it appears that it was with this instrument that 
the deadly injury was inflicted upon the deceased, 
and the culprit asserts that they had no other 
weapon or instrument in their possession. When he 
came up to the deceased and found that he was hold- 
ing his companions and calling for the police, he said 
that in an instant he drew the jemmy from his 
pocket and made a stab at the arm of the deceased 
for the purpose of making him loose his companion, 
but he missed his arm and struck him in the face, but 
he asserts that the melancholy occurrence was to a 
considerable extent accidental.

PRIZE CROQUET MEETING. 

With the first warm breath of summer a young 
man’s fancy lightly turns to croquet—croquet! the 
most glorious of gamesfor ‘‘spooning.’’ Not that this 
delightful idling will be indulged in at the grounds 
of the 

ALL-ENGLAND CROQUET CLUB 
next week, when the Spring Prize Meeting takes 
place. As skilled on the lawn as champion billiard- 
players are on the green cloth, crack adepts in 
croquet will have to wield the mallet with as much 


dexterity and care as they would the cue if they. 


would hold their own at Wimbledon. 

The new croquet-ground (of which we present an 
Engraving) abuts on a pathway which skirts the 
railway, and is only a few minutes’ walk from the 
Wimbledon platform. There are grassy banks, 
sloping mounds, broad flats of soft and velvety turf; 
w so arranged as not to interfere with the play, 


while enabling those traversing them to note every 


point in the game. Projecting ourselves into the 
middle of next week, let us glance round and note 
the difference in the surroundings of public and pri- 
vate play. The amiable fussiness of host and hostess 
is wanting. There is no difficulty about making 
up sets, no question as to the fitness of this or that 
player to be handicapped against rival or friend, 
Every man knows his reputed value and what 
he is playing for; and neither eoyness nor 
assumption would be in place. Again, at most 
private croquet parties there are a number of people 
to whom the game is of minor interest, and who treat 
it simply as a short cut to flirtation, to pleasant 
wanderings in shady paths, to strawberries and 
cream. At Wimbledon the interest, real or assumed, 
is centred on the game, and the bystanders are as 
terribly in earnest as the players. As a matter of 
course, the clergymen present speak with authority. 
Croquet has long been a favourite clerical pastime, 
and that country curate must have abnormal and 
unpleasing peculiarities who is not included in the 
croquet parties of his neighbourhood. So the black 
coats are plentiful at Wimbledom. Who does not 
know of execution done at croquet, when the players 
are pretty, and the get-up, the clocked stockings, 
the costume dresses, the pretty boots, are all in 
unison? Yonder is a fair group, whose pay and 
by-play are worth the journey to see. But, alas! 
“tight croquet,” or the stroke in which the player's 
foot was placed on his or her opponent’s ball, is dis- 
countenanced by the club, so that one of the prettiest 
attitudes in the whole game is lost. As the day 
wears on you are more and more impressed by the 
calm imperturbability, the exceeding business-like 
self-absorption of the devotees. The conversation 
concentrates itself still further, ‘* rovers” areaso 
spoken of as in the romances written for boys; ‘‘ the 
stick’’ becomes as important as in the countries in 
which it is a symbol of government; while the size of 
balls and the varieties in hoops occupy much time. 
There seems no limit of agein the followers of cro- 
quet. Stout middle-aged gentlemen take as deep 
an interest in all going on as the slim young fellows 
winning their spurs; and the sanguine insist that 
the time is not far distant when the All-England Cro- 
quet Club Ground will attract just such assemblages 
as flock to Lord’s on the day of the Oxford and 
Cambridge cricket-match, or to the best of the 
fashionable archery meetings. 

For true lovers of the game there are probably no 
finer pleasure-grounds in the world; for, apart 
the convenience of its situation and its nearness to 
the railway station, the natural advantages of the 
new head-quarters of the club are considerable. 
Behind them is a gentle acclivity, which the all-en- 
croaching bricks and mortar have not yet covered. 
The far-famed Wimbledon school, red and imposing, 
looks down upon it, while villas of the larger kin 
with croquet-grounds of their own, speak of a 1 
constituency which is almost numerous enough to 
support this central playing-place. The Surrey hills 
and the Grand Stand at Epsom are hidden, by reason 
of the low-lying character of the ground; but far 
away to the right is the avenue known as Queen 
Elizabeth’s, at Cheam, and a fine expanse of well- 
wooded, fertile coun Combe-wood and the plan- 
tations sacred to H.R.H. the Duke of Cambridge's 
pheasants; the well-known signs of Roman occu- 

ation called Czesar’s Camp, the butts, and the
